Opportunities to work on engines 
and planes, to live in the atmos- 
phere of the flying field and the 
possibility of becoming a member 
of a plane crew are the chief induce- 
ments. There are monetary attrac- 
tions as well. The Air Corps large- 
ly is made up of a group of spe- 
cialists and only men of good phys- 
ical and mental qualifications are 
accepted. 

Specialist training is given at Air 
Corps schools in engine and air- 
plane maintenance, aerial photogra- 
phy, armament, radio, machine- 
shop work, parachute rigging, me- 
teorology, sheet metal work and 
welding. There are many grades 
and ratings, each carrying extra 
pay. A private rated as air me- 
chanic, second class, is paid $72 a 
month. A private air mechanic, 
first class, draws $84 a month. As 
has been explained, army pay is 
“clear,” the Government furnishing 
board, room, clothing and medical 
attention besides. 

Flights in which enlisted men of 
the Air Corps participate include 
photographic missions, gunnery 


practice, mission in bombers and 
test flights. Enlisted men operate 
the radio control towers at army 
fields. Soldiers with two years’ 
college training, or its equivalent, 
are eligible to take an examination 
for appointment as a flying cadet. 
The army formerly trained enlisted 
pilots, but this has been discon- 
tinued and there are only a few of 
the old enlisted pilots left in the 
service. There are quite a few 
snappy young flying officers, how- 
ever, who started in the rear rank.

WELSH RABBIT—A food made 
of melted cheese. 

Welsh rabbit is the Surprise Word 
of the week. Rabbit is not, as many 
suppose, a corruption of the word 
rarebit. As a matter of fact, the 
contrary is true. The term orig- 
inated in Wales where rabbits are 
seldom found except in game pre- 
serves of the gentry. Rabbit meat, 
therefore, is a luxury denied the 
common people. 

Cheese, on the other hand, is 
both plentiful and inexpensive, and, 
when melted, is called “the poor 
man’s rabbit”; hence Welsh rabbit. 
Rarebit has no sanction and should 
not be used. 


Another surprise about the term 
is that Welsh must never have the 
“ch” sound of squelch. Note that 
Welsh’ is spelled with “sh,” not 
with “ch,” even in the slang expres- 
sion “to welsh”; the “sh” is soft as 
in wish.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5. 

NE of the few women of the 

world who has competed with 

men in the field of diplomacy 
is Isabel de Palencia, who for near- 
ly two and one-half years served 
as Spanish Minister to Sweden, 
Norway and Finland. In her auto- 
biography, published last week by 
the firm of Longmans, Green, she 
describes the part she tried to play 
in intriguing, dissension-torn Eu- 
rope during those fateful years that 
led up to September of 1939. 

In the course of her extraordi- 
nary life, Senora de Palencia has 
spanned the period of women’s 
rights, going from the cloistered 
shelter of an upper-class Spanish 
household first into a trial flight 
in the theater, then into journalism 
and finally diplomacy. Living now 
in exile in Mexico, she tells her 
story with a vivid féeling for the 
drama she has lived through, a 
warm sympathy for the human be- 
ings she has known and, above all, 
with wisdom and tolerance. 

This woman diplomat has called 
her book “I Must Have Liberty” 
and this is the theme that runs 
through the narrative. The re- 
strictions placed on Spanish ladies 
at the beginning of the century 
irked her. Very early she associ- 
ated herself with liberal and re- 
form movements which were to cul- 
minate in the overthrow of the 
monarchy and the creation of the 
Spanish republic. Then came the 
terrible, bloody civil war, started 
by the Fascists led by Gen. Franco,

and much of Senora de Palencia’s 
book is taken up with this strug- 
le. 

While she was in Scandinavia 
during most of the war, appointed 
Minister shortly after the outbreak, 
and therefore knew only infrequent- 
ly the kind of punishment by bomb- 
ers that the British are now tak- 
ing, she nevertheless had a diffi- 
cult task. Because of her fluent 
command of English—her mother 
was Scottish—she was sent on sev- 
eral occasions to the United States 
and Great Britain to plead the 
cause of her country. With the 
dramatic intensity that may derive 
from her mixed Celtic and Latin 
heritage, she proved one of the 
Loyalists’ most effective ambassa- 
dors of good will. 


As Minister to Scandinavia, 
Senora de Palencia’s official resi- 
dence was in Stockholm. There 
she lived in the 50-room Spanish 
Legation, eagerly awaiting each 
cable that came telling of the 
progress of the war in far away 
Spain. She rallied widespread sym- 
pathy in the Scandinavian coun- 
tries from both high and low and 
Sweden sent money, supplies, nurses 
and doctors to Spain. 

Madame Minister’s account of 
her first reception by King Gustaf 
of Sweden has elements of both 
humor and drama. She was ac- 
companied by Baron de Geer, the 
fussy Chief of Protocol, who was 
horribly nervous for fear that they 
would arrive in the reception room 
even 10 seconds later, or earlier, 


than the King himself. It was ab- 
solutely essential that King and 
Minister should enter the hall of 
state at exactly the same moment. 
Every few minutes the Baron 
glanced at his wrist watch with 
the nervousness of the white rabbit 
in “Alice in Wonderland.” 

Senora de Palencia tells of the 
King’s kindness and graciousness. 
He had actually come in from the 
country during the Christmas holi- 
day to receive her. Throughout her 
stay in Stockholm, members of the 
royal family showed her . special 
courtesy and consideration, never 
failing at large official functions 
to ask after members of her fam- 
ily who were with the fighting 
forces in Spain. 


With her Government in mortal 
peril, the ideals she had cham- 
pioned all her life in jeopardy, it 
is understandable that now and 
again Senora de Palencia found the 
long formal dinners and the elab- 
orate court rituals a little difficult. 
It seemed to her that Sweden, like 
all of Europe, was ignoring too 
blithely the intervention of Ger- 
many and Italy in the Spanish war. 
But she sat through the dinners, 
smiling the smile of diplomacy, and 
she curtsied before the King on 
state occasions, her pride conceal- 
ing the fear and anguish that often 
were in her heart. 


During a summer spent in Stock- 
holm, I occasionally saw Senora de 
Palencia. Small, dark, with a swift 
speech and a vivid sense of drama, 
she was a somewhat incongruous 
figure among the solemn slow-spo- 
ken Swedes. Her own Swedish 
servants quickly became devoted 
to her and she tells of being over- 
come with emotion when on 5&t. 
Lucia’s day, Dec. 13, they came 
marching into her bedroom with 
candles and wreaths, the nurse 
carrying the minister’s tiny new 
grandchild, born only a few weeks 
before in a Stockholm hospital. 
The ancient ceremony was so sim- 
ple and yet so spontaneous and 
genuine that it drew the tears 
which this brave and proud woman 
had long held back. 

The Spanish legation in Stock- 
holm formerly was the palace of 
Prince Karl, purchased in the 


days of Alfonso when it had been 
thought that the Spanish King 
would pay a visit to Sweden in 
person and must therefore be re- 
ceived in a suitable official resi- 
dence. [I recall having tea with 
Senora de Palencia and her daugh- 
ter in a small study on the second 
floor. She pointed to writing 
scratched on one window with a 
diamond. In Swedish was written: 
“We hope whoever lives in this 
house after us will be happy.” 

It was signed Astrid, the daugh- 
ter of Prince Karl who was to 
marry the Belgian Crown Prince 
and go to her tragic death in an 
automobile accident in Switzerland. 
It was scarcely a happy house for 
Senora de Palencia and the mem- 
bers of her family who paid her 
flying visits. The big, cold rooms 
oppressed her and added to her 
sense of loneliness. 


x * * 


ITH the collapse of the Loyale 
W ists, Senora de Palencia lived 

through a desperate time when 
she did not know the fate of her 
husband, her son and son-in-law. 
But finally they all made their way 
across the French border and were 
united in London. Largely through 
her efforts the family was drawn 
together with new courage and 
hope and soon they set out for 
Mexico. Money being very scarce, 
they took a small apartment in a 
modest quarter and made it look as 
warm and as liveable as possible 
with peasant furnishings. The 
members of the family are just be- 
ginning to find a foothold in the 
new world, gradually erasing the 
tragic memories of recent years. 


During her life—she is today 
scarcely more than 50—Senora de 
Palencia has had many interests. 
When she visited St. Louis in 1936 
in the course of a speaking tour 
for Loyalist Spain, she was shown 
a photograph of hérself made when 
she had lectured on peasant art at 
the St. Louis Art Museum 10 years 
before. She speaks with warm rec- 
ollection of E. Fernandez Arbos, 
conductor of the Madrid Symphony 
Orchestra and for several years 
guest conductor of the St. Louis 
Symphony, and of his wonderful 
skill as a story-teller. 


It has been a crowded life, so 
markedly in contract to that of 
two of her sisters who went al- 
most directly from the convent 
school in which she also was edu- 
cated into. a convent. But the 
crowded years have not altered her 
spirit. She is fully confident, in 
spite of all that has happened in 
Europe, that Spain will once again 
be a republic.

called consumption. 
The child who lives in better 
conditions, with plenty of fresh air, 


overcoming the initial invasion of 
the disease. 

If, as I say, these facts are true 
—and they have been arrived at by 
long painstaking observation and 
are not disputed so far as I know 
by any competent authority—the 
part that the school can play in 
helping to reduce the danger must 
be obvious. 

The open air classroom provides 
a deterrent to the advance of tu- 
berculosis in childhood, and un- 
doubtedly prevents the develop- 
ment of the adult type of the dis- 
ease in many instances. Pupils for 
open air classes are selected in 
many ways. Sometimes a school 
nurse finds that home conditions 
of a child are not healthy. That 
they are, in fact, conducive to the 
development of tuberculosis. So 
on general principles, she advises 
the child be put in the open air 
room. Others are picked up by 
school physicians, or sent in by; 
family iter ee or — 


' THE IDEAL TF THING would be 
to have all the children of kinder- 
garten age tested with a tubercu- 
lin test. The patch test does not 
require any scratching of the skin, 
or break in the skin in any way. 
In the kindergarten age only about 
1 per cent of the children react 
positively to the tuberculin test. 
Further examination is unnecessary 
because it can be assumed that the 
positive reactors have some degree 
of active tuberculosis. At later 
ages this is not true, because 
everyone who has had an infec- 
tion, recovered from it and devel- 
oped an immunity, will react. 

The open air classroom builds 
up resistance by healthy open air 
environment, extra lunches, rest 
periods on cots, and careful super- 
vision of the nutrition of the child 
which is the key to successful heal- 
ing of the tuberculosis process, 
The medical examinations, weigh- 
ing, and charting of progress, tak- 
ing temperature and pulse rate at 
regular intervals, make for a scien- 
tific attempt at prevention. These 
were entirely missed with the hap- 
hazard methods of family care 
practiced 40 years ago, when they 
waited on symptoms to appear be- 
fore doing anything about it.
